3% Teachers (n=270); 50% U.S. Partners (n=63); 71% Country Coordinators (n=89); 30% GISN (n=35)
Survey response rate is based on 8,760 teachers, which corresponds to the number of successful ‘sent” emails to GLOBE teacher email
addresses; 127 US Partners, 124 Country Coordinators and 119 GISN, which corresponds to the number of active members in each of these
